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and principal means to ſettle and ſecure 


both the patdon and the peace of his ſoul. 
The receiving it from the hands of God's 
authorized miniſter, acting therein by God's 
appointment, and in God's name, is the 
moſt effectual abſolution, and one of the 
beſt aſſurances and ſeals of pardon. The 
cup, which he gives the penitent to drink 
from God, is Chriſt's blood for the re- 
« miſſion of ſins, Matt. xxvi. 28. or the 
remiſſion of ſins which he purchaſed by 
the ſhedding of his blood. And the me- 
thod of thechurch in the reſtauration of pe- 
nitents, was to finiſh and conſummate their 
reconciliation, by giving them the Holy 
Communion. For, © as oft as fins are re- 
* mitted or abſolved in the church, they 
receive Chriſt's body, that the remiſſion 
« of ſins which'is. granted, may; be con- 
« veyed hy blood, ſays St. Ambroſe“. 
And ther&fofe. the ſick penitent, when 
he has received the foregoing abſolution, 
would provide well for the peace and com- 
fort of his ſoul, if, after ſome reſpite to
